On Saturday, Nove*er 23, 1963, I reported for duty at IOiOO A*. At 
about lit 30 AM Detectives Rose, Stovall, Moore, and myself left the office 
to (ro to "re. Paine' s bouse in Irving for a more complete search (See 
Detective Fose's report).

We took Mr. Paine hack to the Pallas Police Station witt- us. At ahout 9t30 
TV, I took an affidavit from V.r. Paine, In it he told ahout seeing the blanket 
in which the rifle was wrapped in his parage a few times previous to the 
assassination (See affidavit). After finishing, I ended my tour of duty.
